Since that tin 
Cumberland, Taylor and Adair coun- 
tlaa hoTo baaa toraMd from tha tar^ 
rttory orlglaally IsahUad withia tho 
Umita of Green, aad Hardin. Barran 
and Pulaski were taken from ita 
borders. 

The county aeat was eatabliahed 
at Oraoaaburg la 17M, aad la llOl

county. They were empowered on 
the date of their appointment, Jan- 
uary 2b, 1802, to secure subscrip- 
tions to defray the expenses of 
building tha propoaod court houae 
Tho court ordand that a loTy of 
t%9 pouada atarllng ahould bo made 
if tho aubacrlptktna did not amount 
to a sufficient aura. 

It la not known how tha subscrip' 
tlon list stood at any time, but on 
April 10, ISOa, tha court ordered a 
iary of POO pouada atarUag to ba 
mado oa tha aihtwa hl a proparty, to 
bo paid la aix aaaaal payaMta, for 
tha purpoia «< bafkUag tka aourt 
house. 

The commission then entered into 
a contract for the building of the 
court house with Walter Bullock, of 
Payette county, who immadlataly be- 
gan tha work aad.rpealvad hla flrst 
payaaat of lit poaada dtarllag on 
NoTavhor t«, ItOt. Tba work was 
cootlhuad through 180S, aad Oen. 
Thomas Metcaif, then a promiaing 
young atonemason, who was later 
the tenth (Sovernor of Kentucky and 
popularly knows as "Old Btona 
Hammer." quarried, draaaod and 
p l aaad the iimestono to iom tha 
court houae. which waa a RMgaiii- 
cant odlflco tor ao yoaag a eoaaty.

For 
several years back in the fortioa the 
morus multtoaalls was tried sxtaa- 
sively and it Is said that experiment 
proved that silk could be produced 
successfully. It Is recorded in the 
States history that specimens of the 
manul'ailured silk were equal to the 
best Italian goods. The growth of 
tbe county In popvlatloa had been 
gradual until tho opoalBg of tho 
mines a tow years back, whoa thero 
was an Influx of noal nilnera. Some 
of these were English, German and 
otber ToreiKii i leim iits. bnt practi- 
cally all the people are of Anglo-sax- 
on blood, coming chlelly from Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, and priu- 
clpally throach tho "appar eoua- 
ties." Maay of th^m eamo dowa tho 
Ohio to points below tho moath of 
Blackford creek and at or abovo tho 
present site of Owensboro and then 
journeyed out to the "high grounds" 
of tile iiresent county of Ohio, but 
many others went overland from 
Hardin, Nelson, Fayette and other 
counties.

— A little 
man, whose brown eyes, despite his 
85 years, snapped with eager surprise 
behind his silver-bowed spectacles.

men from Slag Slag Prison, where 
he pnssed 10 yaara of what was to 
have been a life seatoaee Ulf lUving 
killed his wife. 

He is Oeorge VV'eldon Cram, Whose 
footsteps for more than three score 
years led him over the rough path 
of Ufe honestly and honorably only 
to bring him within the shadov of a 
disgraceful death, when in a moment 
of insanity, due to worry, he shot 
and killed the woman ho had mar- 
ried 30 yeara before and who liad 
bore him four children. 

}iow ho has boaa fred by Gov. 
WUtman that he may spend his last 
days with his children and biS child- 
ren's children, and it was to them he 
liurried to-day in his clumsy prison 
shoes — to his waiting duaghter, Mrs. 
Arthur Stein, his granddaughter and 
his little great-granddaughter. 

Cram, whoae back Is straight and 
whose hands are steady despite his 
weight of years. Is a veteran of three 
awrs. He fought in the Mexican and 
Indian Wars for his flag and In the 
Civil War for the C<)nfi'<lt'racy, for 
he was born and reared in Weldon, 
N. c , the first White child. In that 
settlement. 

It was In 18f4 that he ratvrned 
to his home here after seeklag work 
for many days, and, embracng his 
wife, said to her: 

"Rachael, 1 am going lo kill you," 
and before his son (leorge, then 1 
years old, could interfere, he shot 
iier. He was found to be guilty of 
murder in tbe first degree and .sen- 
tenced to death. In .his cell In the 
tombs he hacted tftimrwVMt^^th 
the broken lens of his spectacles In 
an effort to inflict on himself the 
death which the State had declared. 

lUit lie failed in his effort and 
went to the death cell in Sing Sing 
where he remained for 44 days, un- 
til former Oov. Levi P. Morton, 
convinced that Oram was inshoe 
when he killed hlls wits, commalod 
his sentence to life imprisonment. 

There be remained, watching the 
years pass, gazing wistfully through 
his thick sliver-rimmed spectacles, 
wliep he Could, at the slim white 
ves.sels plying back and forth in the 
Hudson River. He never had a nutrk 
against him, and Deputy WaMen 
Johnson, who watched him for many 
years, recently appeared for a ardon 
for him.

With a white handkerchief looming 
perkily from an upper pocket, he 
bade farewell to the 1.700 convicts, 
shaking hands with all'of them.

a holiday, for It was the lirsi auto- 
mobile he had ever seen or ridden in, 
and h was vastly Inipresaed. The 
train he rode on overwhelmed him, 
for it was a dttfereat train from that 
which bore him to a doath eell SO 
years ago. 

nut the New York he saw again 
weakened his nilKlity ( iinlidi'iH'e that 
lie could come hack and t.ike up 
again the snarled threads of his life. 
He peerd through his thick spec- 
tacles down the subway kloska and 
stood gingerly on the sghvay plat- 
worm to which the'tralao go tkaa- 
dering by. 

Then guided by friendly hands, 
he went up ilroadway: a new Broad- 
way of mighty commotion and disor- 
der, whose ragged mountains of 
buildings looaMd ta the base above 
him.

Deputy Sheriff .N'aylor attempted 
to arrest Johnson, and was shot In 
the neck and head, death resulting 
tea niaatea later. A fusillade of 
shota waa flred at Johaaoa by ani- 
den tilled perbons, oaa of the balleU 
causing his death.
